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Continuation of 13. Otiier: Applicants have provided a second affidavit providing test data regarding ttie compounds of ttie current 
application. The test data focuses on the elected species of the current application and the closest reasonable species of the prior art. The 
data provided has yet to show that a direct comparison of all six homolog compounds of the prior art compared against both the species 
and/or the closest structurally similar compounds to the homolog compounds against the two specific fungi which were tested in the prior 
art, that of Plasmopara viticola and Phytophthora infestans. At present, applicants have tested three homolog compounds against 
Plasmopara viticola and two homolog compounds against Phytophthora infestans. Of these five different compounds, which are all 
reported to have good fungicidal action (ex 97% and 90%) in the prior art in one of the two fungi tested, applicants now state that three of 
these five compounds have no activity whatsoever. (100% fungal growth). It would be beneficial to see the remaining compounds to make 
a determination if indeed these homolog compounds lack the fungicidal activity which was previously stated. Applicants are invited to 
contact the examiner if they have further questions. 
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
